Accidentally 
his left hand w as caught in the ro ll 
and w a s gradually drawn in bv the 
slo w grinding o f the mo nster iro n 
ro ll. 
If the machinery had no t been 
sto pped his who le bo dy wo uld hav e 
been drawn in between the ro lls and 
life crushed o ut o r his arm 
wo uld 
hav e been to rn o ut fro m his sho ulder. 
The machine was sto pped in time so 
that o nly liis hand was mashed, but 
it was in such a co nditio n that Dr. 
Sipe amputated it. 
His arm is badly 
injured and it may be necessary to 
remo v e a who le o r part o f the arm if 
co mplicatio ns set in.

The first accident came last night 
sho rtly after nine o clo ck, when the 
large pit at the back end o f the straw 
bo ard wo rks cav ed in.

Did Japan Have a Midway Sta­ 


tion At Guam? 


San Francisco , March 23.—A sto ry 
that a cable end was recently picked 
up by the United States cutter Path­ 
finder while making so undings in the 
bro ad channel which separates the La- 
dro ne archipelago was bro ught here 
by Jo hn Buckley , deck engineer o n the 
transpo rt Cro o k. Buckley declares he 
received the info rmatio n o f the find­ 
ing o f the cable o ff an o bscure pro m­ 
o nto ry o f Guam fro m a seaman in Ma­ 
nila, o ne o f the crew o f the Path­ 
finder. 
Buckley further say s it was an o pen 
secret in Manila befo re the Cro o k left 
there six weeks ago that a wireless 
statio n in o peratio n hy Japan was 
fo und in a remo te co rner o f Guam, and 
that it had been quietly co nfiscated by 
the United States garriso n and the 
Japs o perating it had been depo rted. 
The my sterio us cable was traced to a 
landing o n the island. 
It was tapped 
and co mmunicatio n established, no t 
with Ho ng Ko ng o r Manila, but with 
Yo ko hama. 
Buckley left here fo r Ho no lulu o n 
the Cro o k, hut befo re sailing declared 
again that the Guam cable sto ry was 
true, Taut the go vernment had sup­ 
pressed the facts 
o ut o f regard to 
Japan.
